OTTAWA, Sept. 5th — It is believed 
that satisfactory results will quite 
rapidly become evident from the re- 
cen. appointment of a transport con- 
troller. He has been given powers 
under the Emergency Powers Act, 
not previously possessed by the trans- 
port committee in Ottawa. The ab- 
sence of these powers prevented the 
committee from giving priorities in 
traffic according to the needs of 
various commodities. 


This power is now vested in the 
Controller, Roy Wilfred Milner. and 
the Deputy Controller W. Jackson 
Fisher. Mr. Milner of the Board of 
Grain Commissioners, former General 
Manager of Alberta Pacific Grain Co. 
Ltd. and Mr. Fisher Director of Traf- 
fic Services of the Canadian Maritime 
Commission have both had experience 
_ of transport problems which undoubt- 
edly fits them for their difficult job. 

Control Bulk Commodities Traffic 


Their powers are not plenary. They 
have certain limitations, but they re- 
present definite and plenary powers 
over the direction of traffic in bulk 
commodities and this presents the 
major problem. Bulk commodities in- 
clude grain of all kinds, ores and 
minerals, ferrous metals, iron and 
steel scrap, sand, stone and gravel, 
pulpwood, woodpulp, poles and logs, 
coal and coke and sulphur and phos- 
phate. | 


If the traffic on the Great Lakes 
is considered by itself, it is evident 
that in the interest of the grain in- 
dustry the storage at the Great Lake 
ports must be kept fluid and must 
not stagnate, through shipments to 
the east by boat for the balance of 
the open season. In the interest of the 
defence effort, there must also be 
shipments of iron and other raw 
materals to mills and factories. 

Across the country the fullest use 
of all railway equipment must be 
made; where bottlenecks appear they 
must be cleared, and this applies of 
course to grain from Alberta and 
Western Saskatchewan to the Pacific 
coast. The control, which is complete 
as far as transport of bulk commodi- 
ties is concerned, is over transport 
facilities including railway facilities, 
Canadian registered ships of 1,000 re- 
gistered tons or over, and storage 
facilities capable of being used in 
connection with transporting bulk 
commodities. Storage facilities in- 
clude, of course, country as well as

At the A. and M, College at Still- 
water they have about 100 acres of 


range in their purebred set-up, and I | 


believe a Mr. Long who showed us the 
purebred cows on the range said ,.the 
carrying capacity was about 5 to 7 
acres per cow, and they have 5,500 
acres for their commercial herd. The 
range looked very good, mainly blue 
stem. 

That night we got to Dallas, Texas, 
a city of about 500,000, and Sunday 
morning we drove east to Kilgore. 

Ranchers Get Rich Through Oil 

As we approached Kilgore the coun- 
try became more thickly wooded. It 
was beautiful driving through it. Just 
as we came into the town the horizon 
was spiked with oil derricks. In town 
in many places the bases of the der- 
ricks are side by side so that you 
couldn’t walk between them. The 
wells would be about 20 or 25 feet 
apart. We must have driven through 
twenty miles of oil derricks when we 
left Kilgore, and they said oil and 
cattle were the main money makers of 
the country, though the ranchers 
had all got rich in oil and had quit 
ranching. 

Our next stop was at Herne, Texas, 
about 20 miles from the Texas A and 
M college. In the morning we drove 
on to the college to locate a Dr. Young. 
He drove us around the campus, point- 
ing out various buildings and showed 
us their livestock barns, also some of 
the fields on which they are carrying 
on experiments. 

Two Terrific Pests 

He pointed out what they call pest 
oak and mesquite, both of which he 
said are terrific pests; they spread by 
seed. Once they get a start they just 
simply take over, and the grass is kill- 
ed out. They have tried various ways 
to clear them out but none of them 
seem too successful yet. The latest 
and most successful to date was one 
of the new sprays on the boles of the 
tree. But they can’t tell yet how good 
that will prove to be. Their cattle 
were all out on range, so we didn’t see 
them. 

From there we drove to Austin and 
next day we got to Corpus Christi, and 
then on to Kingsville, about noon. 
Marilyn phoned Dr. Howe (ex Univer- 
sity of Albertaman) and made arrange- 
ments to meet him just after dinner. 
He drove us out to the King Ranch, 
told us some of its history and drew 
our attention to the most interesting 
points that were close. We saw a good 
number of the culls (in pens) that 
were on food for finishing. They cull 
the Santa Gertrude’s very closely, and 
finish and sell all the off color and

Description of the journey of 
Snow S. and Mrs. and Miss 
Marilyn Sears from Nanton to 
Mexico City to attend the Annual 
Conterence of the International 
Federation of Agricultural Pro- 
ducers, was commenced in our 
last issue. In the closing para- 
graphs reference was made to a 
visit to the Agricultural and 


-Mechanical College (A. and M.) 


at Stillwater, Oklahoma. In-this 
issue the story of the drive south- 
ward is resumed, with a further 
brief reference to the College. 
As far as Mexico City, notes 
were taken by Miss Sears; then 
the note taking was continued by 
Mrs. Sears, and this most inter- 
esting narrative is therefore. a 
joint production.—EDITOR. 


an all dark red animal of desirable 
conformation and size. 

Marilyn took a picture of some of the 
big steers that were there. They 
were 4 or 5 years old and must have 
weighed about 2,400 or 2,500 pounds. 
We couldn’t get near any of the 
Brahma cattle, but did see some of 
the top Santa Gertrude’s. 

Dr. Howe said they seemed good 
for that part of the country, but 
didn’t think there were any beef 
breeds that could beat the three 
we have for our country. 

We were at the office and signed 
the guest book and met Mr. North- 
way, who is the veterinary there. He 
gave us a number of pictures of the 
S.G. cattle, the Brahma and some of 
their quarter and Thoroughbred 
horses. : 

They have some 80-90,000 head of 
cattle and 1,500 head of horses, on 
about 950,000 acres of land. We also 
got some pamphlets on the S&.G. 
cattle,\and on their quarter horses. 
(The S.G. cattle are % Brahma and % 
Shorthorn). 

_ Under 6 or 7 Different Flags 

They told us this land had been 
under six or seven different flags, 
and that the Mexican help on the 
place were of the third and fourth 
generation of families who have been 
on the place since its early days. The 
ranch was started by a Captain King. 
After he died, his widow, Gertrude 
King, married a Mr. Kleberg, a Ger- 
man immigrant lawyer who lived in 
Kingsville. I believe the place is 


now admirably managed by younger © 


members of the Kleberg family. 
They’re wealthy, but they work as 
hard as anyone else. There were no 
King children as far as Mr. Howe 
knew. ' 

_ Developing New Breed of Caitle 

We got into Brownsville for the 
night and spent the next day loafing 
and looking around. In the after- 
noon we drove about 40 miles to 
Weslaw to see a Mr. Fred Turner, 
the breeder of the Charbray cattle. 
He’-wasn’t home but we saw some of 
the cattle anyway. The Charolaise 
cattle, (French) are white and the 
Charbray (Charolaise - Brahma cross) 
are just a little off white. I don’t 
know whether the cross has yet be- 
come as fixed a type as the Santa 
Gertrude’s or not. 

The King Ranch have been carrying 
on for thirty years or so, their work 
of developing a new breed of beef 
<attle that will withstand the heat 
and humidity and the ticks and dis- 
eases of the coastal plains. So you 
see it takes a long time to fix the 
desired. characteristics in any new 
breed. Anyway, these Charbray cat- 
tle are hig and beefy, and promise 
to be a real acquisition to the cat- 
tlemen of that part of the country.

“Big Freeze” (worst on record) of 
last January 31st, February list and 
2nd had killed over 3,000,000 citrus 
fruit trees, They had had three days 
of heavy misty rain which froze as it 
fell and coated everything with ice, 
bending the more supple stuff right 
to the ground. Many had bulldozed 
out the whole works and replanted, 
but some will have to wait till 1952 
for new planting stock. So I sup- 
pose we won’t get much Texas grape- 
fruit juice for several years now. 

It was a terrible blow to many 


there, just as the cold winter of 
1949-50 was to our own Okanagan 
fruit growers. A lot of them had 
row crops planted between the new 
young trees. This irrigated part 
of the Rio Grande Valley is one vast 
market garden area, too, for a big 
part of the States. It was beautiful 
when we saw it, though they told us 
it gets terrifically hot through the 
summer months. 

It was during the “Big Freeze” that 
so many of the cattle died, though

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PAYMENT FOR FARM STORAGE IS 
NOW ESSENTIAL 


If, as we all hope, our crop in Western Can- 
ada is taken off without first suffering serious 
damage by frost, farm storage of grain on an 
extensive scale will become imperative. The 
reason is simple. Elevator storage capacity 
will be inadequate, and there will not be a suf- 
ficient number of cars and boats to move the 
crop. 

The appointment of a very competent man 
as controller of transport by the Federal 
Government is to be welcomed. 

He will no doubt do everything that may 
be possible, with the support of the Canadian 
Wheat Board, to see that the crop is moved. 

However, the Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
tics estimates the crop of Western Canada at 
(00,000,000 bushels. This is 25 per cent more 
than the amount of grain which has been de- 
livered in.any one year since 1923; and in the 
opinion of men of the widest experience who 
are thoroughly familiar with the situation, 
we have neither the storage space nor the cars 
that would be required to move that amount 
of grain during the crop year; nor have we 
boats to move from the head of the lakes an 
adequate quantity to leave country elevators 
and Western terminals with the space that 
would be needed to take in so large a volume 
of graine Storage on the farm on a large scale 
is thus called for and in view of the nature 
of the emergency it should be paid for. 

It may be said that there are technical dif- 
ficulties in the way of working out a plan of 
payment for storage on the farm; but there 
is good reason to believe that such difficulties 
are not considered serious by those best quali- 
fied to judge. Nor would the working out of a 
practicable plan be entirely a novelty. One 
suggestion. is that elevator companies be 


_authorized to advance to farmers up to 75 per 


cent of the initial payment on the first ten 
bushels of wheat per acre stored on farms. 
* i oe 


As these lines are written, it is reported 
from Ottawa that the Hon. C. D. Howe, Minis- 
ter of Trade and Commerce, is considering the 
possibility of advancing money to farmers! who 
store their grain. We hope that Mr. Howe 
will act quickly and favorably; for it is of the 
utmost importance that farmers should be ad- 
vised without delay what the Government is 
willing to do. 

One thing is clear. The present cost of 
repairing or building farm storage is high; and 
only by receipt of payment for such storage 


_ can the farmer obtain some return on his in- 


vestment. 

It may be objected that in view of the 
present high costs of providing for storage on 
the farm, it might not be economical for far- 
mers to equip their farms with new storage 
which after this crop has finally been moved, 
might not be required again for some time. 
The decision on this point must be made, of 
course, by the farmers themselves, in the light 
of their own good judgment.

He paid tribute to the “whole- 
hearted and unselfish support’ which the 
rural districts have always given to the Red 
Cross. “Both in peace and wartime,” he said, 
“our people have given freely of their time, 
money and services, to all previous cam- 
paigns.” They recognized the value of the 
work done by the Red Cross Society in var- 
ious emergencies, often affecting farm homes. 


“Present crop prospects, barring frost damage,” Mr. 
Marler continued, “will place almost every farm family 
throughout the Province in a position where they can 
well afford to give to such a worthy cause the equiva- 
lent of ten or more bushels of grain.. This does not 
call for a cash payment, but, for the convenience of 
a farmer, he may request his elevator agent.to make 
a cash ticket payable to the Red Cross Society for 
whatever amount he.may wish to give.” 

As is reported elsewhere in this issue, Mr. Marler 
opened the drive by presenting his personal cheque for 
the equivalent of ten bushels of wheat — recent un- 
favorable harvest weather having rendered it impossible 
to deliver a cash ticket.

“Genuinely Concerned”

of ‘both the National Film 
Board and National Radio, 
with the apparent purpose of 
attempting to gain domination 
in these fields. It was with 
much satisfaction, therefore, 
that the Federation viewed 
the appointment of the Massey 
Commission and its_ subse- 
quent operations with respect 
to these and other matters of 
great public interest. 


In Line With CFA Policy

with respect to National Radio 
and the National Film Board 
was fully justified, inasmuch

“The Federation _ sin-

The 4,500,000 lbs. making the total 
mentioned has been bought by the 
private trade. From August ist im- 
ports by private trade is prohibited 
but the 4% million lbs. were pur- 
chased before that date and there- 
fore come within the regulations. The 
imports which will arrive in November 
will place stocks at about last year’s 
levels. 
Protest U.S. Quotas 


Considerable disquiet is felt here 
over the quotas placed on imports of 
dairy products into the United States. 
This affects particularly Ontario and 
Quebec in the case of cheese, because 
practically all the cheddar cheese for 
export in manufactured in these pro- 
vinces, particularly Ontario. It also 
affects dried milk products and these 
are produced in different Provinces. 
though the amount is now relatively 
small. The quotas are imposed on 
fats, oils and other dairy products. 

A protest has been sent by the Ex- 
ternal Affairs Department which says 
that the quota in the case of cheese 
“cannot fail to have a serious pre- 
judicial effect upon the position of 
the Canadian dairy industry’: The 
note says these import controls will 
nullify the value of tariff concessions 


negotiated at Geneva and Torquay 


which were to have remained in ef- 
fect until January ist, 1954. The 
Government has lived up to its tariff 
and trade arrangements with the 
United States. 


Growth of Cheese Trade 


The importance of the cheese ex- 
ports is shown in the growth of our 
trade in the past two or three years. 
In 1948 the cheddar cheese sales to 
the U.S. amounted to only 10,100 Ibs. 
For 1949 it had jumped to 1,795,000 
and in 1950 to 2,770,000 lbs. The 
quota is based on the average of 
these three years, and in the case of 
Canada with exports just beginning 
in 1948 and the amount shipped to 
U.S. in that year practically nil, this

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Mem- 
bership:’in farmers’ co-operatives 
continued to increase during the 
1949-50 season according to 
estimates just released by the 
Farm Credit Administration.

quota will have a serious effect on the 
dairy industry if persisted in. 
Is Most Serious Matter 

This is much too serious a matter 
to be let by unchallenged. The pro- 
duction of cheese in the United 
States is 50 times the amount im- 
ported from all countries including 
Canada, so that imports cannot have 
more than an infinitesimal effect on 
the market. 

Concern is felt over the possibility 
of a spread in the quota to some 
other commodities. It-is to be hoped 
of course this won’t occur, and there 
is no definite indication to show there 
is anything of the kind in mind at 
Washington. 

Canada has the power to retaliate, 
with its large importations of fresh 
fruits and vegetables in the:off sea- 
son as well as other products, It is 
to be seen what happens with the 
protest lodged in Washington over the 
violation of an agreement. If nothing 
is done and the quota regulations 
continue, Canadian cheese will have 
again to sell its surplus production 
to Great Britain.

We saw several fields of al- 
falfa from which two crops 
had already been cut and a 
third was almost ready. There 
were also some very heavy 
grain crops, but as hail is no 
respecter of districts, we 
noticed some fields of exten- 
sive hail damage. 

Some very fine crops of 
raspberries were evident,. but 
due to the wet season and the 
amount of labor involved con- 
siderable difficulty had been 
experienced in harvesting this 
year’s crop. Green peas for 
canning is another of the pro- 
fitable crops that requires a 
large amount of labor at this 
time of year. 3 

Dairy Industry Growing 

The Brooks district has a 
large number of beef cattle, 
but the dairy industry is grow- 
ing and several. fine herds 
were noticed in the irrigation 


area. The non-irrigated iand 


has proven impractical be- 
cause of the low carrying 
capacity per acre. A large per 
cent of the milk is sold as fluid 
milk. pi ie isa 
The trip included a visit to 
the big viaduct two miles east 


of Brooks. The viaduct is con-: 


structed of reinforced concrete 
and carries about 640 cubic 
feet of water per second across 
a flat 244 miles long. Built by 
the C.P.R. at an estimated cost 
of 14% million dollars, it carries 
the water under the railroad 
at one point. 

The Bassano dam, south and 
west of the town, was also 
visited. The structure com- 
prises one of the largest earth 
fill dams in Western Canada, 
a concrete dam 700 ft. long

Runaway Profits Make 
1940’s Seem Small Stuff 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — The oil 
refining and automobile busi- 
nesses were much more _ profit- 
able in 1950 than they were in 
1940, in important cases doub- 
ling the 1940 figures. A US. 
Federal. Trade Commission sur- 
vey shows that while refinery 
profits, AFTER TAXES, were 6.7 
per cent ‘in 1940, they were 14.3 
per cent in 1950. In motor vehi- 
cles, the rate of return in 1940 
was 17.3 per cent; but in 1950 it 
had soared to 31.7 per cent. 


In the survey of 520 corpora- 
tions in 25 major industries, it 
was shown that only tobacco 
products had lower profit rates 
than a decade earlier; big jumps 
in profit rates were shown by 
makers of matches, industrial 
chemicals, rayon, glass. Dairy 
products profits rose from 9.4 per 
cent in 1940 to 13.3 per cent in 
1950; bread, from 7.6 per cent to 
14.6; and tires and tubes from 9 
to 17.1 per cent.

Auction sales, I think, find so many 
in attendance because of..the gamb- 
ling streak in people — at least in 
most. people. Of course, there may be 
some who are there because of some 
definite purchase they wish to make 
and are concerned only with it and 
are prepared to give full value for it. 
But the majority at this type of auc- 
tion sale I think are there, gamb- 
ling that they may get something 
for really a small portion of what 
they would have to pay for it else- 
where. Of course, when the persua- 
sive auctioneer begins to work on the 
crowd, it sometimes shows the weak- 


ness of human nature in competition . 


or else a lack of knowledge of’ origin- 
al prices and values. 


Inconsistence About Gambling 


And, speaking of gambling, how 
many individuals and clubs have de- 
bated the subject of raffling and 
sweep stakes being forbidden, for raf- 
fling seems to be tolerated in Can- 
ada only for agricultural and charit- 
able or religious bodies. I wonder §if 
the former are allowed the privilege 
because agriculture is such a gamble 
on the whole? And why the others? 

It seems such a definite contradic- 
tion, too, to allow betting through 
pari-mutuels, run by a bookie but 
otherwise forbidden. The fact that 
the Government collects a percentage 


as.a tax seems hardly a sound rea- - 
soning, because if it is wrong, they . 


should not permit it at the race 
courses, and if they do allow it there, 
why not’ elsewhere? Also, much 
money goes out of the country in 
sweep stakes to Australia and Ire- 
land — usually called hospital sweep 
stakes. Why allow it for these and 
not for our own hospitals? 


I am not trying to argue in favor 
of betting, but I cannot understand 
the apparent inconsistences. I wond- 
er what the general public opinion is 
regarding these matters. After all 
that should be the governing factor. 

But to return to the auction room.

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The Wheat Situation 
By E. PATCHING, Publicity Dept. 
Alberta Wheat Pool 


This year’s world bread grain crop, 
excluding the Soviet Union and China, 
will possibly be somewhat larger than 
the 1950 crop, according to the latest 
report of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. If reported in- 
creases in area and yield in the 
Soviet Union materialize, the world 
wheat crop will be substantially 
above that of a year ago. 


Because of a sharp increase in 
Canadian production, there should be 
a slight net increase in supplies in 
the four principal exporting countries. 
Canada’s crop, currently estimated at 
582 million bushels, is 25 per cent 
above last year’s outturn. The United 
States’ crop, set at 998 million 
bushels, is slightly below last year’s 
level. While harvesting in South 
America and Australia does not begin 
until late in November, prospects 
there are for a somewhat smaller 
outturn than last year, largely due 
to a reduction in acreage. 

Forecast Increase in Europe 


A net increase in production is 
forecast for Europe on the strength. 
of improved crops in eastern areas, 
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especially the Balkans. This region, 
which normally produces. a surplus, 
suffered from severe drought last 
year, The crop in Western Europe will 
be, .for the most part, somewhat 
smaller, with France’s crop in parti- 
cular being considerably reduced 
from a year ago. Reports from the 
Soviet Union, though rather sketchy, 
indicate that acreage there has 
reached the prewar level, and that 
yields are unusually good. 


The wheat crop in the Prairie Pro- 
vinces has been estimated at a re- 
cord 549 million bushels by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, but 
the season it late and, with unusually 
heavy August precipitation, harvest- 
ing progress is very slow. Across a 
large part of Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta crops are still green, and a 
heavy frost could cut production by 
many millions of bushels and spoil 
the grades. 


With the heavy crop in prospect, 
Canada is facing one of its worst 
transportation tie-ups, and the short- 
age of storage space will likely be 
the most severe since the war years. 
The Federal Government has recog- 
nized the situation and has appointed 
a transport controller with unpre- 
cedented peacetime power to control 
the movement of all boxcars in Can- 
ada and the movement of Canadian 
freighters on the Great Lakes.

DESTRUCTION BY DUCKS 


Consort, Alta. 
Editor, The Western Farm Leader: 

Last year the ducks destroyed an 
estimated 20,000 or more bushels of 
grain in this area. This year we 
stand to lose that much or more, 
as the ducks are here ‘by the thous- 
ands now and more coming all the 
time. 

They are also jeopardizing the 1952 
crops by keeping the crust on the 
summerfallow broken and soft, mak- 
ing ideal conditions for infestation of 
cutworms in the fields. 

To prevent too much loss to the 
farmers, I would suggest that permits 
be issued to all farmers in the Consort 
area, which have been refused: or 
to have an open season on ducks. 
Would also suggest that the farmers 
make scarecrows and when the ducks 
get into the fields, shoot them out 
and then put up the scarecrows im- 
mediately afterwards. 

The situation around Consort is very 
bad now and there will be consider- 
able loss.to all the farmers if some- 
thing isn’t done forthwith. If some- 
thing isn’t done we will be forced to 
take drastic action, as the ducks in 


_ Such large numbers are a pest and 


should be classed as such. 

I know the farmer should do his 
share in protecting his crops, but the 
laws make it impossible for us to do 
this. I have taken more loss from 
ducks than grasshoppers. The farmer 
raises these ducks and feeds them at 
his own expense for the sportsman 
and all concerned. without any com- 
pensation whatsoever. 

As much as I myself like to hunt 
and, shoot and do as much of it as 
anybody, it is not a fair deal. Possibly 


' we will organize a Farmers Hunting 


Club: at the present time each and 
every local hunter pays a $2.00 liec- 
ense, but in the future there wil] pro- 
bably be a $10 to $20 fee for admis- 
sion to shoot on any and all farmers’ 
land. Possibly, this would compensate 
the farmers for some of their losses.

One Quarter of Cattle 
of Great Britain Are 


Now Bred Artificially 

LONDON, Eng. About a 
quarter of Britain's cattle are 
now bred artificially. 

Joseph Edwards, head of the 
Production Division of the Milk 
Marketing Board (a farmer's co- 
operative which operates with 
the approval of the British Gov- 
ernment) Division, said_ that 
membership in artificial breeding 
centres was 70.966 from April 
1950, to March, 1951, compared 
with 53,908 in 1949-50. Cows in- 
seminated totalled 567,102 


against 431,370. 


Each one of the Board's 22 
centres showed progress during 
the year. The Carmarthen Cen- 
tre, with its 9300 members and 
65,000 cows inseminated, is pro- 
bably the largest in Britain. 

Tarporley, Cheshire, has 4,100 
members (41,800 cows insemin- 
ated) and Cheswardine, Shrop- 
shire, 4,500 members (40,609 cows 
inseminated). 

In. Norfolk and Suffolk the 
Beccles Centre inseminated 40 
cows out of every 100. In Corn- 
wall and East Devon, the Praze 
and Honiton Clyst Centres in- 
seminated approximately 45 per 
cent of the cows in their areas; 
these two Centres were started 
_less than three years ago.

The resolution recommends the pro- 
vision by the Alberta Government of 
feed sanctuaries in the form of areas 
seeded to wild rice at intervals along 
the recognized flyways of ducks and 
geese, “and by seeding of suitable 
forage for big game where natural 
feed supplies are insufficient”, and 
calls for (a) “a contributory form of 
protective insurance to which the 
Federal Government shall give lump 
grants proportionate to the number of 
national parks and sanctuaries in the 
Province; while (b) the Provincial 
Government would set aside part of 
a “necessarily increased hunting 
license cost”; and (c) sportsmen’s 
clubs would be called upon to con- 
tribute part of their membership fees; 
(d) “Contributions by the individual] 
farmer who wishes to protect his 
crops, hay or pastures against pos- 
sible loss from feeding of wild life.”

Ilkley, Yorkshire 


July 25, 1951. 
Dear Friends: 
Today I have taken a day off to 
' catch up on my correspondence which 
I find is suffering severely. I take a 
day off in a nice quiet hotel in which 
we found accommodation after some 
difficulty and driving for about five 
hours last evening. It is much better 
to stop early, we find, and get up 
early in the morning if you are rush- 
ed. !

Have $70 Millions Now 
in Production Credit 
Associations in U.S.

WASHINGTON. — American farmers 
now have about $70 millions invested 
in production credit associations in 
this country, states C. R. Arnold of 
FCA. The number of associations 
which now fully own their credit. co- 
operatives increased by 38 during the 
year ended September 30th last, so 
that the total is now 176, or 35 per cent 
of all the 500 production credit asso- 
ciations in the country. “When the 
production credit associations were 
organized in 1933 and 1934, practi- 
cally ali the original capital was put 
up by the government,” stated Mr. Ar- 
nold; “Since that time farmers have 
gradually purchased enough stock in 
these 176 associations to retire the 
Government’s. investment.” Mean- 
while, the degree of farmer-ownership 
in the remaining associations has also 
been increasing.
